ARTILLERY DUELS

Constantinople, December 29.—(Via 
London.)—The Turkish war office gave 
out the following statement: 
“Dardanelles front; One of the three 
enemy aeroplanes flying over Ari Burnu 
was hit by our artillery fire and fell 
into the sea. Later it was towed by 
two vessels to the island of Imbros. 
“A vessel of the Agamemnon class (a 
British *pattleship with a displacement 
of 16,500 -tons) protected. by two 
gers, two monitors and eight torpedo 
boats, bombarded at Intervals our posi- 
tions. Our artillery, replying, hit the 
Agamemnon and one of the cruisers with 
two shells. On the 27th.a monitor 
posted behind the Isle of Merkeb, fred 
eighty shells on the Anatolian coast 
narrows. Our Anatolian batteries re- 
peatedly bombarded the landing places 
at Tekke Burnu and Seddul Bahr, _ 
turbing an enemy transport, sinkin 
near Tekke Burnu and destroy on 
a great shed.

It is un- 
derstood the negotiations between 
Secretary Lansing and Count von 
German ambassador, 
recently progressed to a point where @& 
settlement was expected at Christmas. 
Today, it was said, the German pro- 
posals resulting from these conversa~ 
tions probably would arrive soon after 
New Year’s day. 

Information received here indicates 
that the Berlin foreign office is anx- 
ious to end the controversy in spite of 
adverse public opinion said to have 
been aroused by the American request 
for withdrawal of the German naval 
and military attaches and the demands 
upon Austria-Hungary as & result of 
the sinking of the Ancona. 

United States Wants Disavewal. 

The present status of the negotia- 
tions is very closely guarded. The 
United States has coritended for a dis- 
avowal of the sinking of the’ Lusi- 
tania and reparation for the American 
lives lost. A proposal by Germany to 

arbitrate the question of indemnity 
was rejected. It has since been sug- 
gested that Germany might make 
reparation with the understanding that 
it would involve no admission of 
wrong-doing. It is understood that 
no agreement will satisfy the United 
States unless it contains something in 
the nature of a disavowal, but Ger- 
many contends that her instructions

London, December 29.—The winter 
weather is likely to prove the most 
severe obstacle to war operations on 
the principa! fronts during the next 
few weeks, according to dispatches 
from both the east and west. 

“The most dread period of winter 
is from the end: of December to the 
end of January,” was a French gener- 
al’s reply a year ago to the demands 
for a great offensive.

1. Write a definite military policy 
founded on the unanimous conclusions 
of military experts of the nation, past 
and present, and which, therefore, is 
sound in theory and correctin applica- 
tion. 

9. Enroll within three years and give 
some preliminary training at least to 
500,000 mobile troops. 

8. Provide within six years for an 
additional force of 500,000 reserves for 
the troops with the colors. 

4. Furnish the most attractive form 
of voluntary military service it is pos- 
sible to devise, thereby serving as a 
final and conclusive test of the possi- 
bility of organizing in peace times an 
adequate volunteer army system.

Decision for Compulsion. 


The evening newspapers all concede 
that the decision of the cabinet is in 
favor of compulsory service and see lit- 
tle ground for belief that there will be 
resignations of cabinet ministers or 
for anticipating serious opposition from 
the country. he Westminster Ga- 
zette, which frequently voices minis- 
terial opinion, says: 

The only man who -would have a 
right to resign in the present circum- 
Stances is the man who has a conscien- 
tious objection to compulsory service 
in any circumstances and who is will- 
ing to face all the military conse- 
quences of a shortage of men rather 
than consent to the Principle.” The 
others, the newspaper contends, are 
needed at their posts to see that com- 
pulsion is administered so that the 
military demand for men will not 
swamp the demand of industries equal- 
ly important for winning the war. 

The Pall Mall Gazette expresseg the 
opinion that the difficulties within the 
government and in parliament will di- 
minish as the question shapes itself in 
practical guise, and The Evening Stand- 
ard agrees that now that a decision 
has been reached all difficulties will 
assume measureable proportions and 
contends that the nation will welcome 
this as a sign that the cabinet has “at 
last roused to a sense of the realities.”’ 


Many Single Men Unattested. 


According to The Westminster Ga- 
zette’s parliamentary reporter, the 
number of single men not attested reach 
a big total. Its estimate greatly ex- 
ceeds any heretofore published, and, if 
correct, the comparative rapidity 
with which the cabinet decided upon 
he necessity of compulsory measures 
is easily explained. 

It is contended in some quarters that

Wemen in Munitions Plants. 


If the trades unions, as is hoped,

No final decision regarding the meth- 
od of carrying out the idea of com- 
pulsion apparent? has been reached 
as yet, but The Pall Mall Gazette be- 
lieves that the proposal which most 
commends itself is a bill providing that 
every unmarried man up to the age of 
40 who has not already enrolled under 
the Derby group system shall do so 
within a fixed period. 

At a meeting of the joint labor 
recruiting committee in ndon 
the calling of a national con- 
ference of the trades unions to 
consider the compulsion situation 
was urgently demanded, but it was 
decided to wait an explanation of his 
pesition from Arthur Henderson, chair- 
man of the labor party. 

Some of the co itteemen contend- 
ed that out of 600,000 men unattested, 
60 per cent were unfit, 20 per cent 
“starred,” being necessary workers at 
home, and that the bulk of the remain- 
der hold conscientious objections to 
military service. 

No Resignations Likely. 


The usually well informed parlia- 
mentary correspondent.of The Daily 
News, the liberal organ, says that Sir 
Edward Grey, the foreign secretary, 
will not resign and that he believes 
that both Walter Runciman, president 
of the board of trade, and Reginald 
McKenna, chancellor of the exchequer, 
also will remain in the government. 

The correspondent adds that the main 
body of the labor party will support 
the government. 

In an editorial The Daily News coun- 
sels all the opponents of the govern- 
ment’s ees d to await the disclosure 
of the details with an open mind and 
a determination that their procedure 
shall be governed by the highest in- 
terests of the nation in an emergency. 

The foregoing represents the general 
opinion of the liberal press and it 
argues well for the acceptance of the 
new policy by a large majority in 
parliament. 


6-YEAR-OLD NEGRO 
KILLS PLAYMATE 
WHO TOOK MARBLE 


Macon, Ga., December 29.—(Special.) 
Eugene Brown, a Macon negro boy, is 
probably the youngest murderer in the 
state. He is‘ just 6 years of age, and 
today shot and killed his playmate, 
Walter Jones, because the latter took 
a marble away from him and would not 
return it. 

When the trouble arose the little ne- 
gro ran into the house, got his fa- 
ther’s pistol and blew the other boy’s 
brains out. 

The Jones boy was only 10 years old. 
The coroner’s jury this afternoon held 
that the child was not responsible. 


THOUSANDS OF GREEKS 


PAY HONOR TO VENIZELOS 


Athens, December 29.—(Via Paris.)— 
Thousands of Greeks of all classés be- 
gan filing past the residence of Elip- 
therios enizelos, former premier of 
Greece, on the occasion of his Saint’s 
day, and gave him an ‘extraordinary 
greeting. There were workmén in 
louses, soldiers in uniforms, states- 
men, former cabinet ministers, politi- 
clans and men of every social rank in 
the procession who pushed their way 
through the dense crowd that remained 
in front of M. Venizelos’ house all day. 
The entente ministers called on the 
former premier and were cheered by 
the crowd. , 


FORD PARTY TO SUBMIT 
TENTATIVE PEACE PLANS 


Proposals Will Be Put Before 
the Warring Nations as 
Soon as Possible. 


Stockholm, December 30.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Members of the Ford expedi- 
tion have definitely decided that as 
soon as possible tentative peace plans 
will be submitted to the warring na- 
tions. Men versed in international law 
will be employed for guidance on tech- 
nical points. Should the first effort 
of the peace mission be rejected or ig- 
nored by the nations, the plans will 
be modified and repeatedly offered un- 
til persistence attracts attention. 

Statement by Secretary. 

In announcing the plan, Louis Loch- 
ner, secretary of the expedition, said: 

“Three reasons actuate the members 
in appealing directly to the belliger- 
ents. These are: First, confidential 
informagion has been obtained by us 
that some of the belligerents are ready 
for peace, although officially unwilling 
to admit it, nor can I state at this 
time which of the nations I have ref- 
erence to; second, certain neutral na- 
tions are most anxious for joint action; 
third, such joint action would be wel- 
comed by belligerents of both sides. 

‘We confess that the members of 
the expedition are not competent to 
draw up a peace propaganda because 
of inexperience. Therefore it has been 
decided to employ the most capable 
experts in international law to draw 
up tentative peace proposals on lines 
most likely to be agreeable to all con- 
cerned. 

“Mr. Ford is thoroughly informed on 
this purpose and agrees. It will be 
some weeks before active steps are 
taken because it will be necssary first 
that we reach The Hague and decide 
upon a small number of delegates from 
each neutral nation.” 

Edward Wavrinsky, liberal member 
of the senate, addressing the expedi- 
tion, said the peace movement was 
most welcome in Europe. He urged 
the members to continue their efforts. 

Banquet to Swedes. 

“The members of the Ford,peace ex- 
pedition last night gave a banquet in 
the’ ballroom of a local hotel in honor 
of their Swedish hosts. Many promi- 
nent men and women of Stockholm 
were present... Mayor Carl Lindbagen, 
one of the speakers, said: 

“You have come iike the Vikings of 
old across the sea. You are Vikings in 
a spiritual sence. I agree with the 
Americans that it is better to try some- 
thing than nothing.” 

Gaston Plantiff thanked the mayor in 
the name of Mr. Ford for the reception. 
Other speakers were H. C. Evans, of 
Des Moines, Iowa, and Judge Ben Lind- 
sey, of Denver.

HOW NEW YORK DOES IT. 

If the state of Georgia enforces the pro- 
Vision of its inheritance tax law with any- 
thing like the care the state of New York 
exercises in the acquirement of whatever is 
due in inheritance taxation, the returns 
would be very much larger than they have 


- been since the enactment of this law. 


With the designation of Judge John Hart 
to represent the state in the collection of its 
part of all inheritances, full assurance is 
given that in the winding up of every estate 
the state itself will be represented by able 
counsel. 

Heretofore the state has been practically 


taking what has been doled out to it, but this 
. will not be the case hereafter, for the’ state 


will be “on the spot” at every administration 
in order that it may obtain just exactly what 


-is due it. 


In a New York estate administration all 
property of any kind must be carefully in- 
ventoried. This was interestingly illustrated 
in the recent appraisal of the estate of the 
late Mrs. John D. Rockefeller, even her wed- 
ding ring, valued at $3, being included in 
the official statement. 

This is mentioned simply to show the 
detail into which a careful administration 
will go in the justifiable effort to enforce the 
state’s taxation laws. There is no more 


_ reasonable and no less burdensome tax than 


that upon inheritances. It means absolutely 
nothing to the man whose estate pays it, 
and it means comparatively little to the man 
who receives that which he did not have 


before and which he himself did not earn. 


There are pending in Georgia today for 
final appraisement and settlement several 
estates worth more than $1,000,000. From 
each of these there will come substantial 
income to the state, but it matters not if 
the estates were only a few thousand dollars 


) a _@ach—the principle is the same. 


There has been no more important 


ca ‘ection taken by Governor Harris than that 
- which resulted in the designation of Judge 
. Hart to represent the state in the matter of 
_ the collection of these inheritance taxes.

taxes one community 50 per cent more than 
another simply because it can. be forced 
to pay. 

If the department proposes to investigate 
the subject of gasoline prices completely 
and thoroughly it should go as deeply into 
the one phase of it as into the other. 

In the search for evidence of anti-trust 
law violation there will undoubtedly be 
found as much or more of it in the discrim!- 
nations to which The Constitution has 


called attention, as in the extraordinary in- 


creases themselvés which are hitting the 
pocketbooks of the people throughout the 
country. 


CHRISTMAS SPENDING. 

If there is one thing which points more 
than anything else to the presence or the 
absence of prosperity, it is the extent to 
which the people generally indulge in holi- 
day spending. 

In connection with the Christmas just 
passed, all of the Atlanta merchants report 
a splendid season, a better business than 
they have known before in several years. 
Some of them go to the extent of saying 
they have had a better holiday trade than 
they have known in a decade. They put the 
increase as compared with former years at 
anywhere from 15 to 60 per cent. 

Nor has this growth been confined to 
any particular line. It includes clothing for 
personal wear; gifts of a practical nature as 
well as those of luxury; not only necessary 
foods, but those which, a year ago, none but 
the very wealthy would have considered pur- 
chasing to anything like the extent they did 
this year. One Atlanta grocer alone reports 
a Christmas eve business exceeding by 
$2,000 that of 1912. 

We may talk all we will about bank 
clearings, bank deposits, exports and post- 
office receipts, but here the matter is 
brought right close home. There is many a 


dinner this year, where twelve months ago 
he had to scuffle to find a dollar or two in 
order to put on a little extra touch. 

This gets it down to the basis of the in- 
dividual himself, and there are a whole lot 
of hims. Pick him where you will and he 
is twice as well off, and more, than he was 
at the same time last year. 

Business in the retail stores, dry goods 
and groceries, tells the story—a story of sub- 
stantial underlying prosperity that is here; 
we cannot get away from it. 

We should recognize and act upon it. 
There is opportunity right now for the man 
who does. 


NATIONAL THRIFT-CAMPAIGN. 


The thrift-campaign idea has taken firm 
hold and is extending its limits. 

A writer in Systematic Investing speaks 
of it as “a nation-wide campaign for the pro- 
motion of thrift among all classes.” 

It is stated that on January 1 this thrift- 
campaign will begin in sixty-two cities, hav- 
ing a population each of more than 25,000, 
and that it will be continued during the 
year. 

In the year that is closing thrift-work 
has so impressed the people that it has been 
made a feature of school training in a num- 
ber of states, where pupils have the benefit 
of business lectures and are profiting 
thereby. 

The outlook for the success of such a 
campaign was never brighter than now. 
The New York Times says: 


With every mill in the country run- 
ning at capacity production, with the 
coffers of the savings banks more crowd- 
ed than for years, with more men and 
women remuneratively employed than 
ever before in the present generation, 
with retail dealers sending hurry or- 
ders to manufacturers for more goods 
and consumers seizing the goods almost 
as fast as they are placed in stock—with 
everybody making more and spending 
more—and saving more, too—than at any 
time since 1907, only the professional or 
purblind pessimist now utters howls of 
calamity. 


The above summary makes a sure foun- 
dation upon which to build for bigger busi- 
ness in 1916. The thrift-work goes hand in 
hand with the educational campaign which 
is making headway in the southern states, 
for what helps the one helps the other. 
Georgia, in common with other southern 
states, is going in for a New Year record 
of work for the literacy uplift, and the thrift-

TRANSPARENT AEROPLANE. 

Transparent aeroplanes, which become a 
mere blur at a height of 3,000 feet, and are 
absolutely invisible at 6,000 feet, are a new 
development of the war. The French gov- 
ernment is secretive about this invention by 
the French. It is rumored. however, that one 
of these machines recently attacked and de- 
stroyed a German Aviatik without a battle, 
as the enemy craft had no intimation of the 
attack until under fire from the mitrailleuse 
of the French machine. 

In discussing the transparent aeroplane 
in The Scientific American, Neal A. Truslow 
says that the body and framework are con- 
structed as in ordinary machines, of alumi- 
num and wire. Over the framework, instead 
of canvas, is stretched a transparent ma- 
terial which looks like a cross between mica 
and celluloid. It is called “cellon,” and is a 


chemica] combination of cellulose and acetic. 


acid. Of almost the same transparency as 
glass, it does not crack or splinter and has 
the toughness and pliability of rubber. It 
is neither inflammable nor soluble, and it is 
impervious to the effects of gasoline. 

Experiments with cellon have also been 
made extensively by the Germans, The Scien- 
tific American writer says, and for the same 
purpose, but without success, because of a 
tendency to warp, which they were unable 
to overcome. The French success lies in 
having eliminated that tendency. The in- 
visibility of the machine means a great in- 
crease in scouting possibilites and less dan- 
ger to’operators. Since the aeroplane can 
be detected only by the noise of its engines, 
it is no longer a target for hostile guns. 


: CALIFORNIA SALT. 
(From The New York Journal of Commerce.) 

California, long celebrated as producing 
probably a higher proportion of her own 
food supply than most states, and being one 
of the biggest food exporting states, has 
now added salt to her food products. , 

Ten years ago practically all the table 
salt used in the state of California came 
from Liverpool. Small and infrequent ship- 
ments came from the east, but salt could be 
brought by water from England cheaper 
than it could be shipped across the conti- 
nent by rail. ' : 

Today, however, the many thousands of 
dollars spent by the housewife for table salt 
is kept right in California. For today there 
are four large refineries on the San Francisco 
bay manufacturing refined salt, making a 
product that cannot be surpassed in the 
world. 

The California factories produce some 
30,000 tons of refined salt annually, amount- 
ing to $300,000. In addition to the salt con- 
sumed at home, these manufacturers ship 
quantities into other states, and even to 
Australia and other foreign countries.

SCHOOL TEACHERS.

Asther ef “At Geoed Old Siwash.” 


A school teacher is a person who teaches 
things to peaple when they are young. How- 
ver, it would be unfair to accuse her of teach- 
ing them what they know when they grow 
up. She only teaches ‘them what they have 
forgotten by that time, 

The teacher comes to school at eight 
thirty o’clock and when she has gotten 
enough children for a mess in her room, she 
teaches them reading, writing, seography, 
grammar, arithmetic, music, drawing, cook- 
ing, board-sawing, crocheting, deep breath- 
ing, bird calls, scientific eating; patriotism, 
plain and fancy bathing, forestry, civics and 
other sciences too numerous to mention. 
When school is out she stays behind with five 
or six of her worst scholars and tries to 
save the state the job of reforming them 
later on. After that she hurries home to 
snatch a hasty supper before going back to 
attend a lecture by an imported specialist on 
the history of tribal law in Patagonia which 
the superintendent thinks may give her some 
information which may be useful in her 
school work some day. A great many lectur- 
ers roam the country preying on school 
teachers and some of them are very cruel, 
talking to them so long that the poor things 
have to sit up until morning when they get 
home to get their daily test papers cor- 
rected. 

School teachers’ salaries range from $30 a 
month up—but not far enough up to make 
them dizzy. On her salary the teacher must 
dress nicely, buy herself things for her work 
which the city is too poor to get, go tu 
twenty-nine lectures and concerts a year, buy 
helpful books on pedagogy, pay her way to 
district county and state institutes, and enjoy 
herself during a three months’ vacation which . 
her salary takes every year. In addition, the 
teacher is supposed to hoard away vast sums 
of money so that when she becomes too nerv- 
ous and cross to teach, at the age of fifty, 
or thereabouts, she can retire and live hap- 
pily ever after on her income. 

There is a popular superstition to the ef- 
fect that the great financiers can be found in 
Wall street and that they gather there every 
morning; but they don’t. They gather in the 
schoolhouses of the land every morning and 
as they teach the children of the nation twice 
as much as they will ever remember, they fig- 
ure new ways of dividing $45 into a month's 
board, a new dress, a trip to the sounty 
seat, a pair of shoes, two entertainment tick- 
ets, an insurance assessment and a deposit in

Mental Confusion About War. 


Discussing the mental confusion of 
the average citizen who thinks war 
in itself is wrens, Mr. Roosevelt wrote 
that war could be defined as the use 
of forces between nations and that the 
question of whether it was right or 
wrong depended parety upon the pur- 
pose for which the spirit in which it 
was named. 

“There are, of course, persons who 
believe all force is immoral and that 
it is immoral to resist wrongdoing by 
force,” he added. “I have never taken 
such interest in individuals who pro- 
fess this kind of morality, and I do 
not know the extent to which they 
practically apply it. But, of course, 
if they are right in the theory then it 
is wrong for a man to endeavor by 
force to save his wife or sister or 
daughter from rape or other abuse, or 


to save his children from abduction |/ 


and torture. It is a waste of time to 
diseuss with any man a position of such 


|folly, wickedness and poltroonery. 


“At present, in this world, and for 
the immediate future,” wrote Colonel 
Roosevelt in conclusion, “it is certain 
that the only way successfully to op- 
pose the might which is the servant 
of wrong is by means of the might 
which is the servant of right.”’ 


Several Delegates Differ. 


Several of the delegates, in discussion, 
pronounced the colonel’s theory falla- 
cious. 

Professor John Mez, of the American 
Peace society, attacked the colonel’s ar- 
gument, saying he took it that Mr. 
Roosevelt thought “the only thing 
worth while discussing is the question 
of national preparedness.” 

“There is a fallacy in Colonel Roose-

At 
that time he will hear arguments as 
to whether the restraining order should 
be made permanent. 
Appeared Three Times. 

The legal advertisements have ap- 
peared for three consecutive weeks in 
the newspapers named, and under the 
laws of the state of Georgia the rail- 
road would be in a position to make 
application to the secretary of state 
for a charter upon the fourth appear- 
ance of the advertisements. It was 
with a view of holding up these an- 
nouncements that application was made 
for the restraining order. 

The petition for injunction asks that 
the secretary of state be restrained 
from granting to the railroad the nec- 
essary certificate and it is asked that 
the treasurer of Georgia be forbidden 
to receive the fee for this legal au- 
thority. 

The application for the restraining 
order was completed Tuesday after At- 
torney General Clifford Walker, Judge 
Horace Holden and Mr. Bolding had 
been at work on its preparation for 
several days. The last named imme- 
diately left for Cartersville, where 
he appeared before Judge Fite and 
filed the petition. 

The state alleges that the railroad’s 
proposed plans to build an extension is 
nothing more nor less than an effort 
to parallel the line owned by the state 
in order that the state-owned line’s 
business may be cut down or the road 
may be leased at a low figure. 


Goes to Supreme Court. 


It appears to be a certainty that, 
regardless of the decision of Judge 
Fite, the supreme court of the state 
of Georgia will be asked to make a 
decision in the case. If the judge de- 
clines to order that the restraining 
order be made permanent, the state’s 
attorneys will appeal to the eer tri- 
bunal. Should the railroads lose the

“The attendance upon Atlanta schools 
has grown to such tremendous propor- 
tions that the city can hardly keep up 
the old buildings, much less build new. 
It is my hope to see the time not s0 
far distant when Atlanta shall build 
all the school houses needed and when 
none of these shall be of any other 
than fireproof construction. The school 
board is handicapped by lack of funds.

Last 
fall, when called on as coach, he 
struggled hard to whip the aggrega- 
tion into shape to meet Harvard, and 
the. subsequent overwhelming defeat 
praye on his mind.
